INVESTIGATION oF COMMUNIST ACTIVITY IN 
HOLLYWOOD BY LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 


LA T-6 has advised on October 24, 1960 that at the > 
present time the HCUA does not contemplate any further hear- 
ings on the subject of communist infiltration in the film 
industry. According to LA T+6, the Committee feels the 
ground has been covered and that there is no particular 
necessity for further hearings of this nature, Z 


LA T-3 advised on October 24, 1960 that insofar as 


he is aware, the Senate Sub-Committee on Internal Security, 
sometimes referred to as the Eastland Committee, has given 4. 
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no indication that the Committee will hold hearings on 
communist infiltration into Hollywood. Some months ago, 
there was some talk that the Eastland Committee might come 
to, Hollywood and various anti-communist interests connected 
with the film industry were interesteca in having the 
Committee come out to the coast in the fall. LA T-3's 
information, however, is that there are no such plans on

The American Legion, at its National Convention in 
Miami, Florida, in October, 1960, adopted a resolution con- 
demning motion picture film-studios departing from the so- 
called Waldorf Agreement of 1948 by which the major studios. 
agreed not to hire communists in the making of films, The 
Legion called for a reaffirmation of the former position 
of the film majors and a resolution specifically condemned 
four recent films put out by. Hollywood as having connected 
with them individuals who were reported to have been 
affiliated with the CP or who had never seen fit to deny 
such allegations. The four films in question were "Spartacus" 
(Bryna_ Productions); "Exodus" (Otto Preminger Productions) ; 
"Inherit the Wind" (Stanley Kramer Productions); and "Chance 
Meeting” (Paramount). | 


| The PW in its issue of August 27, 1960 suggested 
that the 1960 "Oscar" awards given annually by the Motion 
Picture Academy of Arts and Sciences, might well be won 
by one of two men characterized by the paper as black listed 
by the industry for years, The PW suggests that a leading 
contender for puch an award will be DALTON TRUMBO for his 
writing job on the picture "Exocus."

The FBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949) notes the following: “American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 


In comection with the foregoing citation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955, an official of the 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los 
Angeles had been expelled because of their pro-Communist 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
ehanged and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist and anti-Fascist 
policy of the American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will defend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong.

We are taking the liberty to send you some information regarding Spartacus, the 
current motion picture spectacle. This information is in response to inquiries 
from a considerable number of school people, parents, and organizations. 


We have found that Spartacus is at the center of sharp controversy. For example, 
the American legion, the Moral Rearmement organization, and patriotic organiza- 
tions such as the Tuesday Morning Study Club maintain that Spartacus was Conmunist- 
inspired, written, and produced, and is now being actively promoted by the Commun- 


ist apparatus all over the country. (See attached materials which support this 
‘point of view.) | | | 


There is reason to believe that the Spartacus backers and promoters are engaging 
in one of the most extensive box-office campaigns in motion picture history. 
They offer reduced rates for special student performances on certain days and 
make available a Teacher's School Kit and Study Guide prepared, innocently or 
otherwise, by the Wational Council of Teachers of English. They invite student 
body officers to be their special guests and then urge these officers to editor- 
ialize about the show in their school papers. This has been done in some places. 


Teachers' organizations are aban to attend Spartacus to secure funds to augment 
their treasuries. 


Mayors of cities have been asked to proclaim a Spartacus Week er Day, and city 
councils have been urged to present resolutions backing the production. Clubs 
and organizations have been approached to sponsor theater parties and are 
allowed a percentage off for a designated charity. Spearheaded by the Hollywood 


AFL-CIO Film Council, members of labor unions are supporting the show. In short, 
the big push seems to be to secure box-office attendance. 


We are not telling you what you and your associates should do about this situation. 


However, we did feel obligated to share with you the information that has been 
made available to us.

The "Los Angeles Examiner", daily metropolitan 
newspaper, in its issue of January 18, 1961, quoted Chairman 


|. FRANCIS E, WALTER of the House Committee on Un-American 


Activities (HCUA) as stating that Communists ‘are openly 
moving back into" the Hollywood movie industry; further, 
that "a number of frequently identified Communists are 

back at work writing, producing or otherwise associated with 
films, some of which are only thinly disguised Communist- 
serving, anti-U,. S, propaganda." 


The paper quoted Congressman WALTER as saying that 
there is also another side to the Hollywood story, in that 
there are real patriots in Hollywood, also: AS an example, 
the Congressman cited a recent incident involving actress 
BARBARA S'TANWYCK east in a filmed T.V. role in which the 
script “dalled for her to defend the U. S. against threats 
and charges by a Communist agent. Congressman WALTER was 
quoted as saying that.she, Miss STANWYCK, "was so carried | 
away she forgot her lines, ad~ -Libbed Lines of her own, and 5.2 
concluded her scene in tears." 


On January 19, 1961, the "Los Angeles Mirror", 
metropolitan daily, took issue with the HCUA Chairman in 
a daily column, "Your City". On this date, the column was 
captioned "Film Industry Red-Baiter Told Its Time To Put 
Up or Shut Up". After noting the press release by the HCUA 
Chairman, the "Mirror" article called on the Chairman to be 
specific and to stop making sweeping unsupported charges 
which the columnist felt were principally for publicity 
purposes. It noted that until proof was forthcoming. and 
names are named, it is time to dismiss these charges of the 
HCUA as unworthy of notice. 


"Daily Variety", a daily publication for the 
entertainment industry in Holl:wood, also felt that the 
Hollywood film industry deserved an explanation from the 
HCUA Chairman. In its issue of January 19, 1961, the

The FBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949 ) notes the following: "American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 


In connection with the foregoing citiation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955, an official of The 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los . 
Angeles had been expeiled because of their pro-Communist 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
changed and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
ahth Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist and anti-Fascist 
policy of tne American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will derend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong.

The FBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949) notes the following: “American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 


In comection with the foregoing citation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955, an official of the 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los 
Angeles had been expelled because of their pro-Communist 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
ehanged and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist and anti-Fascist 
policy of the American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will defend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong.

We are taking the liberty to send you some information regarding Spartacus, the 
current motion picture spectacle. This information is in response to inquiries 
from a considerable number of school people, parents, and organizations. 


We have found that Spartacus is at the center of sharp controversy. For example, 
the American legion, the Moral Rearmement organization, and patriotic organiza- 
tions such as the Tuesday Morning Study Club maintain that Spartacus was Conmunist- 
inspired, written, and produced, and is now being actively promoted by the Commun- 


ist apparatus all over the country. (See attached materials which support this 
‘point of view.) | | | 


There is reason to believe that the Spartacus backers and promoters are engaging 
in one of the most extensive box-office campaigns in motion picture history. 
They offer reduced rates for special student performances on certain days and 
make available a Teacher's School Kit and Study Guide prepared, innocently or 
otherwise, by the National Council of Teachers of Inglish. They invite student 
body officers to be their special guests and then urge these officers to editor- 
ialize about the show in their school papers. This has been done in some places. 


Teachers' organizations are aban to attend Spartacus to secure funds to augment 
their treasuries. 


Mayors of cities have been asked to proclaim a Spartacus Week er Day, and city 
councils have been urged to present resolutions backing the production. Clubs 
and organizations have been approached to sponsor theater parties and are 
allowed a percentage off for a designated charity. Spearheaded by the Hollywood 


AFL-CIO Film Council, members of labor unions are supporting the show. In short, 
the big push seems to be to secure box-office attendance. 


We are not telling you what you and your associates should do about this situation.

This 
affadavit goes to some length into the experience that WOLFF 
recently had in applying for clearance as a writer. Apparently 
he had gone through the mechanics of going to some of the ~ 
larger studios. At this time he claimed he discovered that 
one has to. submit his name and any other names he might have 
used as a writer and then these names are checked against 
an existing list. The existence of this list and the process 
ofobtaining clearance to write at one of the studios is a key 
factor and, according to WOLFF,can be expected to be used 
later in the course of the sult.

IRWIN 
commented that the question had been argued back and forth 
ever since as to whether this eetrenene did or did not constitute

IRWIN went on t+ note that the week preceding 
his current telecast, tweo:ve Hollywood writers and actors 
had filed an antitrust sult against the industry alleging 
that the producers had maintained a blacklist.

LESTER COLE said that he is a plaintiff because from 
1932 - 1947 he had been a successful film writer under his 


‘Own name and had created and sold some 35 scripts for the 


movies; that, however, as a result of the HCUA hearings in 
1947 and up to 1955, he had not been able to work. He | 
admitted that. subsequent to 1955 he had done fairly well 

in the black market by writing and submitting scripts under 
pseudonyms. However, COLE claimed he had been seriously hurt 
economically by the blacklist maintained by the movies and 
that his dignity had also been besmirehd. 


COLE was followed by NEDRICK YOUNG with similar 
remarks. YOUNG, too, claimed that he had been hurt economically | 
and that as a plaintiff in the suit, he hoped to recover 
damages. ‘YOUNG said further that he { was a plaintiff because 
he was sincerely angered because the blacklist maintained _ 
by the film industry was nothing but "thought control." 

He commented that ever the toughest film critics have failed 
to show that Communist writers had ever succeeded into 
putting Communist propaganda into films. 


IRWIN's program thereafter included a brief statement 
by a spokesman for the American Legion. It did not appear 
that the Legion representative was actually on the program 


‘at the time, but that a statement of his on the subject had 


been put in. The Legion spokesman stated that the American 


‘Legion disclaimed any purpose oF intention of censorship 
‘in its criticism of the hiring of alleged Communists in Hollywood. 


He said the Legion just feels that disloyal people should not 

be hired in this or any other industry - but particularly 

the film industry where, he said, the American people look 

up to ectors of the screen as a sort of standard. He added that 
itis the American Legicn's intention: to step up its pressure 
campaign against she recowen of Communist writers to the film 
industry. |

LA T-2 advised that if the Guild at the general

LA T-2 is inclined to believe 
that the proposition may very well pass at the general 
membership meeting - not because the majority of the Guild 
members (about 1,000 at the present time) are in any way 
/pro=-communist, but because. writers in general seem to feel 
that art and politics should not be mixed and that an 
estimate of a man's ability to write should not be dependent 
upon his particular political thinking. LA T-2 also added 
that all writers and actors generally are aEeinst any form 
of blacklisting.

The "Los Angeles Examiner", daily metropolitan 
newspaper, in its issue of January 18, 1961, quoted Chairman 


|. FRANCIS E, WALTER of the House Committee on Un-American 


Activities (HCUA) as stating that Communists ‘are openly 
moving back into" the Hollywood movie industry; further, 
that "a number of frequently identified Communists are 

back at work writing, producing or otherwise associated with 
films, some of which are only thinly disguised Communist- 
serving, anti-U,. S, propaganda." 


The paper quoted Congressman WALTER as saying that 
there is also another side to the Hollywood story, in that 
there are real patriots in Hollywood, also: AS an example, 
the Congressman cited a recent incident involving actress 
BARBARA S'TANWYCK east in a filmed T.V. role in which the 
script “dalled for her to defend the U. S. against threats 
and charges by a Communist agent. Congressman WALTER was 
quoted as saying that.she, Miss STANWYCK, "was so carried | 
away she forgot her lines, ad~ -Libbed Lines of her own, and 5.2 
concluded her scene in tears." 


On January 19, 1961, the "Los Angeles Mirror", 
metropolitan daily, took issue with the HCUA Chairman in 
a daily column, "Your City". On this date, the column was 
captioned "Film Industry Red-Baiter Told Its Time To Put 
Up or Shut Up". After noting the press release by the HCUA 
Chairman, the "Mirror" article called on the Chairman to be 
specific and to stop making sweeping unsupported charges 
which the columnist felt were principally for publicity 
purposes. It noted that until proof was forthcoming. and 
names are named, it is time to dismiss these charges of the 
HCUA as unworthy of notice. 


"Daily Variety", a daily publication for the 
entertainment industry in Holl:wood, also felt that the 
Hollywood film industry deserved an explanation from the 
HCUA Chairman. In its issue of January 19, 1961, the 
publication also pointed out that -ssQwhere in his statement 
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Gid Congressman WALTER cite specific titles of pictures, 
nor did he name any individuals in declaring "that the 
Communists are openly moving back into the industry.’ 


The paper indicated that speculation in industry 
circles was that "the WALTER blast: at this particular time

The FBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949 ) notes the following: "American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 


In connection with the foregoing citiation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955, an official of The 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los . 
Angeles had been expeiled because of their pro-Communist 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
changed and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
ahth Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist and anti-Fascist 
policy of tne American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will derend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong.

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 


A source advised on May 4, 1960, that the Citizens May

and Federal legislation directed at the Communist movement. — 


FRANK WILKINSON, Executive Secretary of the Citizens 


Committee to Preserve American Freedoms, is described by the 


source as the "brains and energy" behind the organization. 


Another source advised on September 17, 1952, that 
FRANK WILKINSON was a Communist sia member as of September,

RICHARD JAY COLLINS, 200 Acari, West Los Angeles, 
California, a self-admitted former member of the Communist 
Party (CP), who is currently employed as a screen writer in 
Hollywood, California, advised on April 27, 1955 that the 
"Hollywood Ten" was the popular name utilized by the press 
and public in referring to ten motion picture film person- 
alities who were subpoenaed before the House Un-American 
Activities Committee in Washington, D. C. in the fall of 
1947. As a result of these hearings, all of the ten indivi- 
duals were cited and subsequently convicted for contempt of 
Congress and served prison sentences.

The FBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949) notes the following: “American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 


In comection with the foregoing citation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955, an official of the 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los 
Angeles had been expelled because of their pro-Communist 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
ehanged and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
34th Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist and anti-Fascist 
policy of the American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will defend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong.

This information is in response to inquiries 
from a considerable number of school people, parents, and organizations. 


We have found that Spartacus is at the center of sharp controversy. For example, 
the American legion, the Moral Rearmement organization, and patriotic organiza- 
tions such as the Tuesday Morning Study Club maintain that Spartacus was Conmunist- 
inspired, written, and produced, and is now being actively promoted by the Commun- 


ist apparatus all over the country. (See attached materials which support this 
‘point of view.) | | | 


There is reason to believe that the Spartacus backers and promoters are engaging 
in one of the most extensive box-office campaigns in motion picture history. 
They offer reduced rates for special student performances on certain days and 
make available a Teacher's School Kit and Study Guide prepared, innocently or 
otherwise, by the Wational Council of Teachers of English. They invite student 
body officers to be their special guests and then urge these officers to editor- 
ialize about the show in their school papers. This has been done in some places. 


Teachers' organizations are aban to attend Spartacus to secure funds to augment 
their treasuries. 


Mayors of cities have been asked to proclaim a Spartacus Week er Day, and city 
councils have been urged to present resolutions backing the production. Clubs 
and organizations have been approached to sponsor theater parties and are 
allowed a percentage off for a designated charity. Spearheaded by the Hollywood 


AFL-CIO Film Council, members of labor unions are supporting the show. In short, 
the big push seems to be to secure box-office attendance. 


We are not telling you what you and your associates should do about this situation. 


However, we did feel obligated to share with you the information that has been 
made available to us.

The "Los Angeles Examiner", daily metropolitan 
newspaper, in its issue of January 18, 1961, quoted Chairman 


|. FRANCIS E, WALTER of the House Committee on Un-American 


Activities (HCUA) as stating that Communists ‘are openly 
moving back into" the Hollywood movie industry; further, 
that "a number of frequently identified Communists are 

back at work writing, producing or otherwise associated with 
films, some of which are only thinly disguised Communist- 
serving, anti-U,. S, propaganda." 


The paper quoted Congressman WALTER as saying that 
there is also another side to the Hollywood story, in that 
there are real patriots in Hollywood, also: AS an example, 
the Congressman cited a recent incident involving actress 
BARBARA S'TANWYCK east in a filmed T.V. role in which the 
script “dalled for her to defend the U. S. against threats 
and charges by a Communist agent. Congressman WALTER was 
quoted as saying that.she, Miss STANWYCK, "was so carried | 
away she forgot her lines, ad~ -Libbed Lines of her own, and 5.2 
concluded her scene in tears." 


On January 19, 1961, the "Los Angeles Mirror", 
metropolitan daily, took issue with the HCUA Chairman in 
a daily column, "Your City". On this date, the column was 
captioned "Film Industry Red-Baiter Told Its Time To Put 
Up or Shut Up". After noting the press release by the HCUA 
Chairman, the "Mirror" article called on the Chairman to be 
specific and to stop making sweeping unsupported charges 
which the columnist felt were principally for publicity 
purposes. It noted that until proof was forthcoming. and 
names are named, it is time to dismiss these charges of the 
HCUA as unworthy of notice. 


"Daily Variety", a daily publication for the 
entertainment industry in Holl:wood, also felt that the 
Hollywood film industry deserved an explanation from the 
HCUA Chairman.

The FBI has never conducted an investigation of the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It is noted that the Fifth 
Report of the California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on 
Un-American Activities (1949 ) notes the following: "American 
Civil Liberties Union: Cited as heavily infiltrated with 
Communists and fellow travelers and frequently following the 
Communist Party line and defending Communists, particularly 
in its Los Angeles unit. (California Committee on Un-American 
Activities Report, 1948, pages 108-12)" 


In connection with the foregoing citiation the 
following is noted: In January, 1955, an official of The 
California Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American 
Activities advised that a representative of the American 
Civil Liberties Union contacted the Committee to discuss the 
above citation. At that time this individual advised that 
two members of the American Civil Liberties Union in Los . 
Angeles had been expeiled because of their pro-Communist 
sympathies. On May 27, 1955, a representative of the California 
Senate Fact-Finding Committee on Un-American Activities advised 
that the status of the American Civil Liberties Union, insofar 
as the Committee's evaluation is concerned, has not been 
changed and that the Committee's past characterizations of 
the American Civil Liberties Union remain the same. 


In connection with the above, it is noted that the 
ahth Annual Report of the American Civil Liberties Union (for 
the year 1954) re-affirms the anti-Communist and anti-Fascist 
policy of tne American Civil Liberties Union and maintains 
also that it will derend the civil liberties of all persons 
regardless of any political party, organization, denomination, 
race or nationality to which a person may belong.

) A source advised on May 4, 1960, that the Citizens 
Committee to Preserve American Freedoms was organized in 

Los Angeles, California, in January, 1952, for the announced 
purpose of supporting a number of individuals from the 
medical and legal professions who had been subpoenaed to 
appear before the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 


Since its establishment, the Citizens Committee to 
Preserve American Freedoms, in extending its scope, has worked 
for the abolition of ali Congressional, State, and local 
committees ee subversive activities and in the 
latter part of 1954 became very active in opposition to State 
and Federal legislation directed at the Communist movement. | 


FRANK WILKINSON, Executive Secretary of the Citizens 
Committee to Preserve American Freedoms, is described by the 
source as the "brains and energy" behind the organization. 


Another source advised on September 17, 1952, that 
FRANK WILKINSON was a Communist Party member as of September,
